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RESPONSE TO ELECTION/RESTRICTION 

Sir: 

This is in response to the Office action mailed on September 17, 2004, setting forth an 
election of species requirement and a one-month period for reply. A Petition for Extension of 
Time for one month up to and including November 17, 2004 is submitted herewith, together 
with the necessary fee. Also submitted herewith is: (1) a copy of the stamped Reply 
Postcard indicating submission of priority document DE 103 16 659; (2) a copy of the 
stamped Reply Postcard indicating submission of the verified translation of priority document 
US Provisional Application Serial No. 60/465,161; (3) Certified copy of priority document 
DE 103 16 659; and (4) a copy of the verified translation of priority document US Provisional 
Application Serial No. 60/465,161. 

According to the Examiner, claim 1 is generic to a plurality of disclosed patentably distinct 
species comprising the following exemplary groups: 

(1) X=N, Y=NR3, A/Rl are nonheterocyclic; 

(2) X=N, Y=oxygen, A/Rl are nonheterocyclic; 

(3) X=N, Y=sulfur, A/Rl are nonheterocyclic; 

(4) X=N, Y=NR3, A is nonheterocyclic, Rl=acetidinyl; 

(5) X=N, Y=oxygen, A is nonheterocyclic, Rl=acetidinyl; 

The Examiner requires election to a single disclosed species. 



Applicants hereby elect the species of group (3) wherein X=N, Y=sulfur, A/Rl are 
nonheterocyclic. 
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Support for the above compounds, e.g,, 7-(3-fluorophenyl)-2-methyl-9-methylamino 
thiazolo[4,5-flquinoline, can be found throughout the specification, inter alia, in Example 6, 
pages 17-18. 

According to the Office Action Summary, the Examiner has not received Certified copies of 
the priority documents.
